honoured of tyetr ſubiectes: that ſuch ſublects

LReg.,b.o yym, foz the death of his moꝛtall enemie, bn. 
ging withal the crowne that was oc ang 
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Saules head, and the bzacelet that was vpon 
his arme, both as a pꝛoote of the trueth of his 
newes, and alſo as fitte and pleaſaunt pꝛe⸗ 
ſentes vnto Dauid being by God appoynted to 
be kyng Saul his ſucceflour in the iyngdome: 
Pet was that faythfull and godlye Dauid ſo 
karre from reiopcyng at theſe newes, that he 
rent his clothes, wept, and mourned, and fas 
lied: and ſo farre of from thankeſgeuyng to the 
mellenger, eyther fo2 his deede in kylipng the 


- kyng, though his deadly enemie, oꝛ fo2 His mel⸗ 


ſage and newes, o2 fo2 his pꝛeſentes that he 
bought, that he ſayde vnto hym, Bowe happe⸗ 
ned it that thou waſte not afrapde to lape thy 
handes vpon the Lozdes annoynted to flea 
hym 7 whereuppon, immediatlp he commaun⸗ 
ded one of Hts ſeruauntes to kyl the meſſenger, 
and ſayd, Thy blood be vpon thyne owne head, 
fo; thyne ownemouth hath witneſſed agaynſt 
thy ſelfe,in confedling that thou halt layne the 
Lozdes annoynted. This example dearelp belo⸗ 
ued, is notable, and the circumſtaunces theres 
ol are well to be conſpdered, koꝛ the better in⸗ 
ſtruction of all ſubiectes in they: bounden dues 
tie of obedience, and perpetuall fearingof them 
from attemptyng of any rebellion, oz hurt a⸗ 
gaynſt theyꝛ pꝛince. On the one parte Dautd 
was not only a good and true ſublect, but alſo 
ſuch a ſubtect, as both in peace and warre had 
ſerued and ſaued His pꝛinces honour andlyfe, 
and delyuered his countrey and countreymen 
from great daunger ok Jnfidels. k ꝛraigne and

moſt cruell enemies, hoꝛribly inuadyng the 
kyng and his countrey: foꝛ the whiche Dauid 
was in \.ngular fauour with all the people, ſo 
that he mycht haue had great numbers of 
them at his commaundement, pf he woulde 
haue attempted any thyng. Beſydes this, Da- 
u.d was no common o2 abſolute ſubiect, but 
hey:e apparaunt to the crowne a lipngdome,by 
god appopnted to raigne after Saul: which as 
it increaſed the fauour of the people, that knew 
it, towardes Dautd, ſo dpd it make Dauids 
cauſe and caſe muche differyng from the caſe ol 
common and abſolute ſubiectes. Ind whiche is 
molt of all, Dauid was hyghly and ſingularly 
in the fauour of God: On the contrary part, 
kyng Saul was out of Gods fauour, (fo that 
cauſe whiche is befo:e rehearſed,) and he as it 
were Gods enemie, and therefoze lpke in warre 
and peace to be hurtfull and pernitious vnto 
the common wealth, and that was knowen to 
many ok his ſubiectes, foꝛ that he was openly 
rebuked of Samuel koꝛ his diſobedience vnto 
God, whiche myght make the people the leſſe to 
eſteeme hym. Kyng Saul was alſo vnto Dao 
uid a moꝛtall and deadly enemie though with⸗ 
out Dauids deſeruyng, who by his fapthfull, 
paynkull. pꝛokitable, yea molt neceſſary ſeruice, 
had well deſerued as of his countrey, fo of 
his pzince, but kiyng Saule farre other wyle: 
the moze was his vnkindneſſe, hatred, and 
crueltie towardes ſuche a good ſubiect, both 
odious and deteſtable. Yet woulde — 

neither 
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neither him ſelfe llea, noꝛ hurt ſuch an enemte, 
fo: that he was his pꝛince and loꝛde, noꝛ would 
ſuffer anyothertokyll, hurt, oꝛ layhande vpon 
hym, when he myght haue ben ſlapne without 
any ſturre, tumult, oz daunger of any mans 
lpfe. Nowe let Dauid aunſwere to ſuche de⸗ 
maundes as men delpꝛous of rebellion do vſe 
to make. Shall not we, ſpecially beyng ſo good 
men as we are, ryle and rebell agaynſt a pꝛince 
hated of God, and Gods enemie: and therefoze 
lyke not to pꝛoſper eyther in warre oz peace, 
but to be Hurtfull and pernitious to the com⸗ 
mon wealth? No ſayth good and godly Dauid, rie aun, 
Gods and ſuch a kynges faythfull ſubtect: and cwere. 

ſo conuictyng ſuche ſubiectes as attempt anye

No ſayth godip 
Dauid, fo2 J. when J myght without afſem- 
bling foꝛce, oꝛ number of men, without tumult 
oꝛ hazarde of any mans lyke, oz ſheddyng of any 
dꝛop of blood haue delyuered my ſelle and mp 
countrey of an euyll pꝛince. pet woulde J not 
do it. Are not they (lay ſome) luſtie and coy:

and good mens bodies, that do venture by koꝛce 
to k pll oz depoſe they: kyng. beyng a naughtie 
pꝛince. and theyꝛ moꝛtall enemie?

pꝛince? Ind yk Dauid beyng ſo good a ſubiect, 


that he obeyed ſo euyll a kyng, was woꝛthy of 
à ſubiect to be made a kyng hym ſelke: what 
be they, who are ſo euyll ſubiectes that they 


wyll rebellagaynſt thepꝛ gratious pꝛince, woꝛ 
thye of ? Surelp no moztall man can expꝛeſſe 
with wozdes, noꝛ conceaue in mynde the hoz- 
rible and moſte dzeadfull damnation that ſuch 
be woꝛthy ot: who diſdaynyng to be the quiet 
and happy ſubiectes of thepꝛ good pꝛince, are 
molle wozthy to be the miſerable captiues and 
vyle flaues of that inkernall typꝛaunt Satan, 
with hym to ſuffer eternall ſlauerie and toz- 
mentes. This one example of the good ſubiect 
Dauid out of the olde Teſtament mape ſufliſe, 
and foꝛ thenotableneſle of it ſerue foz all. Jn 
the newe Teſtament the excellent example of 
the bleſſed virgin Parte the mother of out 
ſauiour Chꝛiſte, doth at the fyzſt offer it ſelle. 
when pꝛoclamation oz commaundement was 
ſentinto Jurte from Auguſtus the Emperout 
of Rome, that the people there ſhoulde repay? 
vnto theyꝛ owne cities and dwellyng _

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there to be tared:neither did the bleſſed virgin. 
though both hyghly in Gods kauour, and alſo 
beyng of the ropall blood of the auncient natu⸗ 
rall kynges of Jurie, diſdayne to obey the como 
maundement of anheathen a koꝛraigne pꝛince, 
when God had placed ſuche a one ouer them: 
Neyther dyd che alleage foz an excuſe, that ſhe 
was great with chylde, and moſte neare her 
tyme of delyueraunce: Neyther grudged ſhe at 
the length and tediouſnes of the tourney from 
Nazareth to Bethlehem , from whence and 
whyther ſhe muſk go to be tared: Neither repi⸗ 
ned the at the ſharpeneſſe of the dead tyme of 


winter. beyng the latter ende of December. an 
bnhandſome tyme to trauaple in, ſpecyallye a 
long tourney foꝛ a woman beyng in her caſe : 
but all excuſes ſet aparte, ſhe obeyed, and came 
to the appoynted place, where at her commpng 
ſhe founde ſuch great reſozt and thꝛong of peo» 


ple, that finding no place in any Jnne,ſhe was Luc. xa. y 


fayne afcer her long papnefull and tedious 
tournep, to take vp her lodgyng in a ſtable, 
where alſo ſhe was delpuered of her bleſſed 
chylde: and this alſo declareth howe neare her 
tyme the tooke that iourne y. This obedience of 
this moſte noble, aud moſte vertuous Ladie. to 
u foꝛraigne and Pagan pꝛince, doth wel teache 
bs (who in compariſon to her are moſte baſe 
and vyle) what redie obedience we do owe to

But no example ought 
tobe of moꝛe fozce with vs Chꝛiſtians, then the 
erample of Chꝛiſte our maiſter a ſauiour, who 
though he were the ſonne ol GSO D, pet dyd als 
wayes behaue hym ſelfe moſte reuerentlipe to 
ſache men as were in aucthoꝛitie in the woꝛlde 
in his time, a he not rebelliouflp behaued hym 
ſelfe, but openly dyd teache the Jewes to pap 
tribute vnto the Romane Emperour.thougha 
koꝛraigne a a Pagan pꝛince, yea hym ſelte with 
his apoſtles paide tribute vnto him: a kinallp, 
being bꝛought befoze Pontius Pilate a ſtraun⸗ 
ger bozne,and an heathen man, beyng loꝛd pꝛe⸗ 
lident ol Jurie, he acknowledgedhis aucthoꝛi⸗ 
tie and power to be geuen hym from God, and 
obeyed pacientip the ſentence of moſt paineull 
and ſhamekull death, which the ſayd iudge pꝛo⸗ 
nounced and gaue moſte vniuſtly agapnſt him, 
without any grudge, murmuring, oꝛ euil woꝛd 
once geupng. There be many other examples 
of the obedience to pꝛinces, euen ſuche as be 
euyll, in the newe Teſtament, to the vtter con 
fuſion of diſobedient and rebellious people, but 
this one map be an eternal example, which the 
ſonne of GOD, and ſo the Loꝛde of all, Jeſus 
Chꝛiſte hath geuen to vs his Chꝛiſtians and 
ſeruauntes, and ſuche as map ſerue foz ped 
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teache vs to obey pꝛinces though ſtraungers, 
wicked, t wꝛongkull, when God foꝛ our ſinnes 
ſhall place ſuche ouer vs. nohereby it foloweth 
bnauoydably, that ſuche as do diſobey oꝛ rebel 
agaynſt thepꝛ owne naturall gratious ſoue- 
raignes,howſoeuer they call themſelues,o2 be 
named of others, pet are they in deede no true 
Ch:ilttans,but woꝛſe then Jewes, wozle then 
heathens, and ſuche as ſhall neuer enioy the 
kingdome of heauen. which Chꝛiſte by his obe⸗ 
dience purchaſed koꝛ true Chꝛiſtians being obe⸗ 
dient to him the hyng of al kinges,and to their 
pꝛince whom he hath placed ouer them: the 
which kingdome the peculier place of all ſuche 
obedient kubiectes.

Thus vou ſee that al Gods la wes are by rebels 
violated and bꝛoken, and that all ſinnespoſſis 
ble to be committed againlt god oꝛ man be con. 
tapned in rebellion: whiche linnes pl a man lift 
to name by the accuſtomed names of the ſeuen 
capitall oz deadlyſinnes,as pꝛide, enuie, wꝛath, 
couetoutneſle , flouth, gluttonie, and lecherie, 
he (hal finde them all in rebellion, and amongſt 
rebels. Foz fyꝛſt, as ambition and deſy2e to be 
aloft, whiche is the pꝛopertie ol pꝛide, ſtyꝛreth 
vp many mens mindes to rebeliton : ſo com- 
meth it ofa luciterian pꝛide and pꝛelumption, 
that a fewe rebellious ſubiects ſhould let them 
ſelues vp agaynſt the maieſtie of their pzince, 
againſt the wiſdome of the counlellers., againſt 
the power and fozce of all nobilitie, and the 
fapthfull ſubiectes and people of the whole 
Kealme , As fo2 enuie, wz2ath , murther, 
and deſy2e of blood, and couetouſnetle of other 
mens goodes, landes, and lyutinges.they are the 
inſeperable accidentes of all rebels, and pecu: 
lier pꝛoperties that do vſually ſtirre vp wicked 
men vnto rebellion. Nowe ſuche as by riotoul⸗ 
neſſe, gluttonie, dꝛunkenneſſe, exceſſe of appa⸗ 
rell, and vnthifty games, haue walled their 
owne goodes vnthꝛitt ip. the ſame are moſt apt 
vnto and moſt deſirous of rebellion , whereby 
thep truſt to come by other mens goodes, vn⸗ 
lawfully and violently. Ind where other glut⸗ 
tons and dꝛunkardes take to muche of ſuche 
meates and dꝛinkes as are ſerued to tables, re- 


bels waſt and conſume in ſhoꝛt ſpace al coꝛne in 
barnes, 


and wylfull rebellion. The thirde parts

whole ſtozehoules, whole cellers,deuour whole 
klockes of ſheepe, whole dꝛoues of oxen a kyne.

le FF rebels. Nowe whereas peſtilence, famine, and { 
rt, KF warre, are by the holy ſcriptures declared to be 
er the greateſt wozldly plagues and miſeriesthat 2 Re 24. 
he lightly can be, it is euident, that all the miſe- 4. 
u. ries whyiche all theſe plagues haue in them, do 
ed FF wholy altogether folowe rebellion, wherein 
as all their miſeries be, ſo is there much moze 
a: WF miſcheefe then in them all. Foz it is kno wen 
eit that in the reloꝛtyng of great companyes of A 
wt F men together, whiche in rebellion happeneth 'F 
by W both vppon the part of true ſubiectes , and of | 
on i the rebels, by their cloſe Iying together, and 
ut ¶ coꝛruption of the ayꝛe and place where they do 
che F lye, with oꝛdure and much filth, in the hoatte 
re: weather: and by vnholſlome lodging, and ly- 
em ing otten vpon the grounde, ſpectaily in colde 
fes, E ni and

and wette wethers in nointer, by their vnhot, 
ſome diet, and feeding at all times, and often by 
famine and lacke of meate and dꝛincke in due 
tyme, and agarne by takyng to much at other 
tymes: It is well knowen J ſap , that aſwell 
plagues and peſtilences, as all other kyndes of 
ſickneſſe and maladies by theſe meanes growe 
vpon and amongſt men, whereby mo men are 
conſumed at the length, then are by dint ol 
Cwo2d ſodenly ſlaine in the feelde. So that not 
onlye peſtilences, but alſo all other ſickneſſe, di 
ſeaſes, and maladies do folow rebellion, which 
are much moꝛe hoꝛrible then plagues, peſtilen. 
ces, and diſeaſes lent directly krom god, as here⸗ 
after ſhall appeare moꝛe playnely, 

And as foꝛ hunger and famine, they are the 
peculier companions of rebellion: fo2 whyles 
rebels do in ſhozt tyme ſpople and conſume all 
cozne and neceſſarie pꝛouiſion, whiche men 
with their labours had gotten and appoynted 
bppon, foz their fyndyng the whole pere alter, 
and alſo do let all other men, huſbandmen,and 
others, from their hulbandꝛie, and other neceſ- 
ſarie woꝛkes, whereby pꝛouiſion ſhoulde be 
made koꝛ times to come. who ſeeth not that er⸗ 
treme famine and hunger mult needes hotly 
enſue and folowe rebellton: Now whereas the 
wyſe kyng and godlye pꝛophete David iudged 
warre to be woꝛſe then eyther famine oz peſii- 
lence, koꝛ that theſe two are often. Miffered by 
God, foꝛ mans amendment, and be not linnes 
of them ſelues: but warres haue alwayes — 


ſinnes and miſcheetes of men vpon the one ſide 
o: other toyned with them, andtherefoze is 
warre the greateſt ot theſe woꝛldly miſcheefes: 
but of all warres, ciuill warre is the woꝛſt, and 
farre moꝛe abominable pet is rebellion then 
any ciuill warre, being vn woꝛthy the name of 
any warre do karre it erceedeth all warres in 
all naughtineſſe, in all miſcheefe,and in al abo⸗ 


mination . And therefoze our ſauiour Chꝛiſte Mit ub. 


denounceth deſolation and deſtruction to that 
Kealme, that by ſedition and rebellion is diui⸗ 


ded in it ſelte. Nowe as J haue ſhewed befoze, 


that peſtilence a famtne, lo is it yet moꝛe euidẽt 
that al the calamities, miſeries, and miſcheefes 
of warre , be mo2e greeuous.a domoze folowe 
rebellion then any other warre , as being farre 
wozſe then all other warres . Foz not onlye 
thoſe oꝛdinarie and vſuall miſcheefes and mt- 
ſeries of other warres do folowe rebellion, as 
toꝛne, and other thinges neceſſarie to mans 
ble to be Cpoyled , houſes, villages, townes, ci⸗ 
ties to be taken, ſacked, burned, and deſtroped, 
not only many wealthie men, but whole coun- 
freysto be impoueriſbed. and vtterly beggered, 
manye thouſandes of men to be ſlaine a mur- 
thered, women a mapdes to be violated and de⸗ 
flo wꝛed: which thinges when they are done by 
loraigne enemies, we do much mourne, as we 
haue great cauſes , pet are all theſe mileries 
without any wickednelie w2ought by any our 
(ountreymen , But when theſe miſcheetes are 
wought in rebellion by them that ſhoulde be 
1 E lit kreendes,

kreendeg, bycountreymen, by kinſmen,by thoſe 
that Goulde delende their countrey, and coun- 
treymen from ſuch miſeries , the miſerie is no- 
thyng ſo great, as is the miſcheefe and wicked» 
neſle when the ſubiectes vnnaturally do rebel 
agaynſt their pꝛince. whoſe honour 8 lyfe they 
ſchoulde defende, though it were with loſle of 
their owne iyues: countreymen to diſturbe the 
pulique peace, and quietneſſe of their coun- 
trey,foz defence of whoſe quietneſſe they ſhould 
ſpend their lyues : the bzother to ſeeke, a often 
to woꝛke the death of his bꝛother, the ſonne of 
the father, the father to ſeeke oz pꝛocure the 
death of his ſonnes, being at mans age, andby 
their kaultes to diſherit their innocent childꝛen 
and kinſmen their heyꝛes koꝛ euer, foz whom 
they myght purchaſe liuinges and landes, as 
naturall parentes do take care and paynes, 
and be at great coſtes and charges: and vm 
uerſaily in ſteade of all quietneſle, toy, and feli⸗ 
citie, which do kolo we bleſſed peace and due obe⸗ 
dience,to bꝛing in all trouble, ſoꝛo we, difquiet- 
neſſe of mindes and bodyes, and all miſchefe 
and calamities, to turne all good oꝛder vpſyde 
downe , to bꝛyng all good lawes in contempt, 
and to treade them vnder feete, to oppzeile all 
vertue and honeſtie, and all vertuous and ho- 
neſt perſons, and to ſet all vice and wickednes, 
and all vicious and wicked men at libertie to 
wozke their wicked wylles, whiche were belo!s 
bꝛidled by holſome lawes, to weaken, to ouer⸗ 


thꝛowe, and to conſume the ſtrength of the 
1 5 Kealme F

Kealme their naturall countrep, aſwell by the 
ſpendyng and waſtyng of the monepand trea⸗ 
ſure ot the pꝛince and Kealme, as by murthe- 
ring of the people ofthe ſame,their owne coun⸗ 
treymen, who ſhoulde defende the Honour of 
their pꝛince. and libertie of their countrey ae 
gaynſt the inuaſton of koꝛraigne enemies: ond 
ſo finally to make their countrep thus by their 
miſcheefe weakened, redie to be a pꝛay a ſpoyle 
to all out ward enemies that wyll inuade tt, to 
the vtter and perpetuall captiuitte, lauerie. 
and deſtruction of all their countreymen, their 
chyldzen, their kreendes their kinſfolkes , lelt 


aliue , whom by their wicked rebellion they 
pꝛocure to be deltuered into the handes of fo2- 


raigne enemies, as muche as in them doth lpe. 
In foꝛraigne warres our countreymen in ob⸗ 
tapning the victozte, wynne the pꝛapyſe of vali⸗ 
auntnelle. yea and though they were ouercom⸗ 
med and ſlarne , yet wynne they an honeſt com- 
mendation in this woꝛlde, and dye in a good 
conſcience, łoꝛ leruing God, their pzince, and 
their countrep, and be chyldꝛen ol eternall ſal⸗ 
uation : But in rebellion howe deſperate and 
ſfrong lo euer they be, yet wyn they ſhame here 
in kightyng agaynſt God, their pꝛince, a coun⸗ 
trey,and theretoꝛe iuſtip do fall headlong into 
hell yf they dye, and lyue in hame and fearefull 
conſctence, though they eſcape. But common⸗ 
lye they be rewarded with (<amefull deathes, . 
their heades a carkiaſes ſet vpon poles, oꝛ han-

Foꝛ whiche 
dꝛeadkull execution ſaint Paul ſheweth the 
cauſe of obed:ence, not onlpe koꝛ feare of death, 
but alſo in conſcience to God warde, fo! feare of 
eternall damnation in the woꝛlde tocome. 

Wheretoꝛe good people. let vs as the chyldꝛen 
of obedience, feare the dꝛeadtull erectition of 
God, and lpue in quiet obedience, to be the chil: 
dꝛen ok euerlaſting laluation. Foz as heauen is 
the place of good obedient ſubtectes , and hell 
the pꝛiſon and dungeon of rebels agaynſt God 
c their pꝛince: ſo is that Realme happie where 
molt obedience ot ſubiectes doth appeare, being 
the very figure of heauen: and contrarywyſe, 
where molt rebellions and rebels be, there is 
the expꝛeſſe ſimilitude of Hell, and the rebelles 
them ſelues are the very figures of feendesand 
deupis, and their captapne the vngratious pa- 
terne of Lucifer and Satan.the pꝛince of darl⸗ 
neſle,of whole rebellion as They be folowers, ſo 
Gall they of his damnation in hell vndoubted- 
lpe be partakers, and as vndoubtedlpe chyldꝛen 
of peace the inheritours of heauen with God 
the father , God the ſonne, and God the holje 
ghoſt ; To whom be all honour and glozie to!

krom the Loꝛde: ſometime a great ſoꝛt of thou⸗ 
ſandes were conſumed with the peſtilence; 
ſometpme thep were ſtinged to death with a 
ſtraunge kinde of fierie ſerpentes: and (whiche 
is moſt hoꝛrible) ſome ot the captapnes with 
their bande of murmurers, not dying by anxe 
vſuall oz naturall death of men, but the earth 
opening, they with their wyues, childꝛen, and 


kamtlies were ſwalowed quicke downe into 


hell. whiche hoꝛrible deſtructions of ſuche Jl⸗ 
maelites as were murmurers againſt Moyles, 
appoynted by God to be their head and cheefe 
maciftrate, are recoꝛded in the booke ol Num- 
bers , and other places of the ſcriptures, fo! 
perpetuall memoꝛie and warning to all ſub- 
iectes howe highly God is diſpleaſed with the 
murmuring and euplli ſpeakpng of ſubiectes 
agaynlt their pꝛinces, fo2 that as the ſcripture 
recoꝛdeth, their murmure was not agaynſ 
their pꝛince onlpe , beyng a moꝛtall creature, 
but agaynſt Cod Hym ſeite alſo, Nowe pt ſuche 
ſtraunge and hozrible plagues , dyd fall vppon 
ſuch ſubtectes as did only murmure and ſpeake 
euill againſt their heades: what ſhall become 
of thoſe molt wicked impes of the deupll that 
do conſpire, arme them ſelues, allemble great

png of all kynges beyng ſo offended with him, 


that rather then he ſhoulde lacke due execution 


fo: his treaſon. euerp tree by the wap wyll be a 
gallous o2 gibbet vnto hym, and the heere of 
his owne head wpli be vnto hym in ſteade of an 
haulter to hang hym vp with, rather then he 
ſhoulde lacke one: A fearefull example of Gods 
puniſhment (good people) to conſpder . Nowe 
Achitophel, though other wyle an exceedpng 
wyſe man, pet the miſcheuous counſeller of 
Abſolon, in this wicked rebellion , fo2 lackeof 
an hangman , aconuentent ſeruttour fo2 ſuche 
a trartour, went and hanged vp hym elke, a 
woꝛti ende of all falſe rebelles, who rather 
then they ſhoulde lacke due erecution, wyll by 
Gods tuft iudgement, become hangmen vnto 
them ſelues . Thus happened it to the cap- 
taynes of that rebellion : beſyde kourtie thou 
ſande of raſcall rebels ſlapne in the feelde , and 
in the chaſe . Lykewyſe is it to be ſeene in the 
holpe ſcriptures , howe that great rebeliton 
which the traptoꝛ Seba moued in Ilrael, was 
lodenly appeaſed, the head of the captayne trap⸗ 
toꝛ (by the meanes of a ſeelie woman) beyng

doth dayly experience pꝛoue, that the counſels, 
conſpiracies, and attemptes of rebels, =_ 
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toke effect, neythercame to good, but to molle 
hoꝛrible ende. Foꝛ though God do often tymes 
p2oſper iuſt and la wfull enemies. whiche be no 
ſubiectes, agaynſt their foꝛraigne enemies, yet 
dyd he neuer long pꝛolper rebellious ſubiectes 
agaynſt their pꝛince, were they neuer lo great 
in aucthoꝛitie, oꝛ fo manye in number. Fiue 
pꝛinces, 02 kynges, (fo2 ſo the ſcripture tear: 


meth them) with al their multitudes, could not 
pieuaple agaynſt Choduꝛlaomoꝛ, vato whom 
thep had pꝛomiſed lopaltie and obedience, and 


had continued in the ſame certapne peres, but 
they were al ouerth:owen and taken pꝛiſoners 
byhym: but Abꝛaham with his kami ie a kinl. 
folies, an handfull of men in reſpect, owyng 
no ſubiection bnto Chodoꝛlaomoꝛ, ouerthꝛe we 
hym and all his hoaſt in battell, and recoue- 
red the pꝛiſoners. and deliuered them. So that 


though warre be lo dzeadful and cruel a thing. 
as it is, pet doth God oiten pꝛolper a fewe in 
| lawefull warres with koꝛraigne enemies as 
gaynſt many thouſandes : but neuer pet pꝛol⸗ 


percd-he ſubtectes being rebelles agaynſt their 
naturail ſoueraigne, were they neuer to great 
oꝛ noble, ſo manp, ſo ſtout, ſo wittie, and polli⸗ 


tike, but al wapes thep came by the ouerthꝛow. 


and to a ſhamefull ende: fo much doth God ab⸗ 


hire rebelliõ, moꝛe then other warres, though 
bother wyle being ſo dꝛeadtull, and lo great a de⸗ 
truction to mankinde. Though not only great 


multitudes of the rude and raicall commons, 
but ſometyme allo men of great wit,novilitie,

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and aucthoꝛitie haue moved rebellions again 
their lawfull pꝛinces, (whereas true nobilitie 
ſhoulde moſt abhoꝛre ſuche vilanous, and true 


wiſedome ſhoulde moſt deteſt ſuche krantite re⸗ 


bellion) though they woulde pꝛetende ſundye 
cauſes, as the redzelle of the common wealth, 
(whiche rebellion of all other miſcheefes doth 
moſt deffrop)o2 retoꝛmation of religion (where⸗ 
as rebellion is molt agapnſt all true religion) 
though they haue made a great ſhewe of holpe 
meanyng by begynning their rebellions with 
a counterfet ſerutce of God, (as dyd wicked Ab⸗ 
ſolon begyn his rebellion with ſacrificyng vn- 
to God) though they diſplay, and beare about 
enſignes, and banners, whiche are acceptable 
vnto the rude ignoꝛaunt common people,great 
multitudes of whom by luche falſe pzetences 
and ſhewes thep do deceaue , and dꝛawe vnto 
them : pet were the multitudes ofthe rebelles 
neuer ſo huge and great, the captaynes neuer 
ſo noble, pollitixke, and wittie, the pꝛetences fat 
ned to be neuer ſo good and holpe, pet the ſpee⸗ 
dye ouerthꝛowe of all rebels, of what number, 
ſkate, oꝛ condition ſo euer they were, oꝛ what 
colour o2 cauſe ſo euer they pꝛetended is. 4 euer 
hath ben ſuche , that God thereby doch thewe 
that he alloweth neyther the dignitie of anye 
perſon, noꝛ the multitude of any people, noꝛ the 
weight ol any cauſe as ſufficient toꝛ the whiche 
the ſubtectes may moue rebellion againſt their 
pꝛinces. Turne ouer and reade the hiſtoꝛies ol

any rebeltion agapnſt they: naturall and law⸗ 
full pꝛince. but contrarywyle that the rebelles 
were duerthꝛowen and ayne. a ſuche as were 
taken pzyſoners,dzeadfultyerecuted. Conſpder 
thegreat and noble families ok Dukes, War» 
queiſes, Carles, a other Loꝛdes, whole names 
re ſhall reade in our Chꝛonicles. now cleane ex⸗ 
tinguiſhed a gone, and ſeene out the cauſes of 
the decaye, ye ſhall fynde that not lacke of iſſue 
and heyzes male, hath lo muche wꝛought that 
decay, and waſte ol noble blooddes and houles, 
as hath rebellion, And fozfomuche as the re⸗ 
dꝛelle of the common wealth hath of olde ben 
the vluall fayned pꝛetence ot᷑ rebels, and religi⸗ 
on nowe ot late begynneth to be a colour of res 
bellion : let all godlye and dilcrete ſubiectes 
conſyder wel of both, and kirſt concernpng relt⸗ 
gion. Jf peaceable kyng Salomon was tudged 
or God to be moꝛe meete to buylde his temple 
(wherby the oꝛdering of religion is ment) tgen 
his father kyng Dauid, though other wyle a 
moſte godlp kyng, koꝛ that Dauid was a great 
warrier, and had ſhead muche blood, though it 
were in his warres agaynſt þ enemies ol God:

they: owne moſte deare kreendes and liynſe- 
folke, pea the deſtruction of theyꝛ moſte grati⸗ 
ous pꝛince and naturall countrey, fo: defence 
of whom they ought to be redye to (head they; 
blood, yt neede ſhoulde ſo require. hat a reli 
gion it is that ſuche men and by ſuche meanes 
woulde reſtoꝛe, map eatily be tudged : euen as 
good a religion ſurely, as rebelles be good men 
and obedient ſubiectes, and as rebellion isa 
good meane of redꝛeſſe and rekoꝛmation, beyng 
it ſeite the greateſt dekoꝛmation of all that may 
polliblebe. But as the trueth of the Goſpell 
of our ſautour Chzilt beyng quietly and ſober- 
ipe taught, though it do colt them theyꝛ lyues 
that do teach it. is able to mayntapne the true 
religion: ſo hath a frantike religion neede of 
ſuch furious mapnteynaunces as is rebellion, 
and of ſuche patrons as are rebelles; beyng re⸗ 
dye not to dye fo2 the true religion, but to kyll 
all that hall oz dare ſpeake agaynſt they? falſe 
ſuperſtition and wicked tdolatrie. Mo we con 
cerning pꝛetences of anp redꝛeſſe ot the common 
wealth made by rebelles, euery man that hath 
but halte an epe, may ſee howe vayne they be, 
rebellion beyng as J haue befoze declared, the 
greateſt ruine and deſtruction of all common 
wealthes that may be poſſible, And — hr 
oolie 
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looketh on the one part vppon the perſons and 
gouernement of the Queenes moſte honoura- 
ble councellers, by the erperiment of ſo many 
peres pꝛooued honourable to her Mateſtie, and 
moſte p2ofitable and benefictal vnto our coun⸗ 
trep and countreymen, and on the other part, 
conlydereth the perſons, ſtate and conditions 
of the rebelles them ſelues, the refozmers, as 
they take vpon them, of the. pꝛelent gouerne⸗ 
ment: he ſhall fynde that the moſt rache #hare- 


bꝛained men, the moſt greateſt vnthꝛilteg, that 
haue moſt lewdly waſted theyz owne goodes 
4 landes, thoſe that are ouer the eares in debt, 
and ſuche as koꝛ theftes, robberies, and mur⸗ 
thers, dare not in any well gouerned common 
wealth, where good lawes are in fo:ce, ſhewe 
their faces,fuch as are of moſt leud and wicked 
behauiour, and lyfe,and allſuch as wil not, oz 
can not Itue in peace, are alwaties moſt redye to 
moue rebellið, oꝛ to take part with rebels. And 
are not theſe meete men trowe you, to reſtoꝛe 
the common wealth decayed, who haue ſo ſpop- 
led and conſumed all they: owne wealth and 
thuftz and very phe to mende other mens mas 
ners, who haue ſo vple vyces, and abominable 
conditions them felues? Surely that whiche 
they falſely cal rekoꝛmation, is in deede not on⸗ 
lye a defacyng oꝛ a defozmation,but alſo an vt⸗ 


ter deſtruction of al common wealth. as would 
well appeare, myght the rebelles haue theyz 
— doth = — 2 
pthepz dopng in luche places ol the countrep

I gainſt dilobedience 
where rebels do route, where though they tary 
but a very litle while, they make ſuch rekoꝛma⸗ 
tion, that they deſtroy al places, a vndo all men 
where they come. that the chylde pet vnbozne 
may rue it, and ſhal many yeres hereałter curſe 
them. Let no good and diſcrete ſubiectes there» 
koꝛe folowe the klagge oꝛ banner diſplayed. to 
rebellion, and bozne by rebels, though it haue 
the image of the plough painted therein, with, 
God ſpeede the plough, wzxtten vnder in 
great letters, knowyng that none hynder the 
plough moze then rebels, who will neither go 
to the plough them ſelues. noꝛ ſuffer other that 
woulde go vnto it. Ind though ſome rebelles 
beare the picture ofthe kiue woundes paynted, 
agaynſt thoſe who put theyꝛ onlpe hope of ſal 
uation in the woundes of Chꝛiſte, not thoſe 
woundes which are painted in aclout by ſome 
leude paynter, but in thole woundes whiche 
Chꝛiſte hym ſelfe bare in his pꝛetious bodye 
though they litle knowyng what the croſſe of 
Chꝛiſte meaneth, whiche neither caruer no 
papnter can make, do beare the image ofthe 
croſle paynted in a ragge, agapnſt choſe that 
haue the croſſe of Chꝛiſt painted in their harts, 
vet though they paynt withal in their flagges, 
Hoc ſigno vinces, p this ligne thou ſhalt 
get the victozy:by a moſt tond imitatiõ ofthe 
poſie of Conſtantinus magnus, that noble Chi: 
ſtian Emperour. and great conquerer of Gods 
enemies, à moſt vnmeete enligne koꝛ rebels, the 
enemies of God, theyꝛ pꝛince and — b o 
Ss . q 
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what other banner ſo euer they ſhall beare, pet 
let no good and godly ſubiect vpon any hope of 
victoꝛie 02 good ſucceſle. tolo we ſuche ſtandarde 
bearers ok rebellion, Foz as examples of ſuche 
pꝛactiſes are to be found aſwell in the hiſtoꝛies 
ofolde, as allo of latter rebellions in our fa- 
thers and our kreſhe memoꝛie: ſo not withſtan⸗ 
ding thele pꝛetences made, and banners boꝛne, 
are recoꝛded withall vnto perpetual memoꝛie. 
the great # hoꝛrible murthers of infinite mul- 
titudes and thouſandes of the common people 
ſlayne in rebellion, the dzeadfull executions of 
the aucthours and captaines, the pitiful vndo- 
ing of their wines andchildꝛen, and diſheriting 
of the heires of the rebels koꝛ euer, the ſpoyling, 
waſting, a deſtruction of the people and coun⸗ 
trey where rebellion was kyꝛſt begun, that the 
chylde then yet vnboꝛne might rue and lament 
it, with the kinall ouerthꝛowe, and ſhamefull 
deathes ok all rebels, ſet foozth al well in the ht- 
ſtoꝛies of foꝛraigne nations, as in the Chꝛoni⸗ 
cles of our owne countrey, ſome thereok beyng 
pet in kreſhe momozy, which it they were collec- 
ted together, woulde make many volumes and 
bookes: but on the contrary part. al good luck. 
ſuccelſe,# pꝛoſperitie that euer happened vnto 
any rebels of any age. time. oꝛ countrey, map be 
contayned in a very kewe lines, 02 woꝛdes. 
wherefoze to conclude, let all good ſubiectes 
conlyderpng how hoꝛrible a ſinne againſt god, 
their pꝛince, their countrey, and countreymen, 
agayn(t all gods and mans la wes rebellion is.

full a reſtles delite in men to be of higher eſtate 


then god hath geuen oꝛ appoynted vnto them. 
By ignoꝛaunce, J meknt no vnſkififulneſle in 
artes 02 ſciences, but the lacke of knowledge of 
Gods bleſſed wyl dectared in his holy woze, 
V hiche teacheth both ertremely to abhoꝛre al! 
rebellion as theroote ofal miſchiefe.g ſpecially 
to delyght in obedience as the begynnpng and 
foundation of al goodneſſe,. as Hath ben alſo be; 
fo:e ſpecified. Ind as theſe are the t wo cheele 
cauſes of rebenlion: ſo are there ſpeciallpe two 
ſoꝛtes of men in whom theſe vices do raigne, 
by whom che deuill the auchour of al euil doth 
cheefelp ſtirre vp al diſobedience and rebellion, 
The reſtleſſe ambitious hauyng once determi⸗ 
ned by one meanes oꝛ other toatcheenetotheir 
intended purpoſe, when they can not bylaw- 
ful and peaceable meanes clime ſo high as they 
do deſpꝛe, they attempt the ſame by koꝛce and 
violence: wherein when they can not pꝛeuayle 
agaynlſt the oꝛdinarie aucthoꝛitie and powers 
lawfull pꝛinces and gouernours them lelues 
alone, they do ſeeke the apde and helpe of the 
ignoꝛaunt multitude, abuſyng them to they? 
wicked purpoſe. nherkoꝛe ſeeyng a ke we ambi⸗ 
tious à malitious are the aucthours a heades, 
and multitudes of ignoꝛaunt men are the mi 
niſters and furtherers ok rebellion, the cheeke 
poynt of this part ſhalbe aſwell to notitie to 
the ſimple a ignoꝛaunt men, who they be, that 
haue ben and be the vluall aucthours of — 
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lion, that they may know them: and allo to ad- 
monithe them to be ware ofthe ſubtil ſuggeſt. 
ons of ſuch reſtles ambitious perſons. d ſo to 
flee them: that rebelltons (though attempted 
by a few ambitious) though the lack ol main⸗ 
teynaunce by any multitudes, may ſpeedylpe 
and eaſily without any great labour,daunger, 
o:domage be repelled z clearely ertingutlhed, 
Jt is well knowen aſwell by all hiſtoꝛies, as by 
dayly experience, that none haue eyther moze 
ambittouſly aſpyzed aboue Emperours, Kin- 
ges, and Pꝛinces, noꝛ haue moze pernitiouſly 
mooued the ignoꝛaunt people to rebellion a- 
gapnſt they? pꝛinces, then certapne perſons 
which falſely chalenge tothem ſelues to be on» 
ly counted and called ſpirituall. J muſt there- 
koꝛe here pet once agayne bzeefely put you good 
people, in remembꝛaunce out of Gods holpe 
woꝛde, how our ſauiour Jeſus Chꝛiſt, and his 
holy apoſtles, the heades and cheete of all true 
ſpirttuall and eccleſiaſtical men, behaued them 
ſelues towardes the pꝛinces and rulers of their

and taking them koꝛ ſchiſmattkes, but alſo ne. 
uer ceaſling to perſecute them, and the Empe⸗ 
ours who had they: ſee and continuaunce in 
Grece, by ſtirring ot the ſubiectes to rebellion 
agaynſt thep: ſoueraigne loꝛdes, and by ray» 
(yng deadly hatred and moſt cruell warres be⸗ 
tweene them and other Chꝛiſtian pꝛinces. 

And when the biſhops of Rome had tranſlated 
the tytle of the Emperour, and as muche as in 
them did lie, the Empire it ſelfe from their loꝛd 
the Emperour of Grece , and of Rome alſo by 
ryght, vnto the Chꝛiſtian pꝛinces of the neſt, 
they became in ſhoꝛt ſpace no better vnto the 
weſt Emperours, then they were befoze vnto 
the Emperours of Grece: Foz the vſuall dil. 
charging of ſubiectes from thepꝛ othes of fide» 
litie made vnto the Emperours of the weſt 
theyꝛ ſoueraigne i92des, by the Byſhoppes of 
Rome: the vnnaturall ſtirring vp of the ſubs 
tectes vnto rebellion agayni they? pꝛinces, 
rea of the ſonne agapnſt the father, by the 
Byſhop of Home: the moſte cruell and blooddye 
warres rapled amongſt Chꝛiſtian pꝛinces of al 
kyngdomes, the hozrible murder of inkinite 
thouſandes of Chꝛiſtian men bepng llayne by 
Chaiſtians: and whiche enſued thereupon, the 
pitifull loſſes of ſo many goodlpe cities, coun 
treys, domintons, and kyngdomes, lometyme 
polleſſed by Chziſtians in Aſia, Africa, and 
Europa: the miſerable fall of the Empyze and 
Churche of Grece, ſometyme ß moſt kloꝛiching 
part of Chꝛiſtendome in the handes of _ 
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kes:the lamentable diminiſhing,decay,and ru⸗ 
ine of Chꝛiſttan religion:the dzeadful encreaſe 
of Paganitie, and power of the Inkidels and 
milcreantes, a all by the pꝛactiſe and p2ocure- 
ment of the Byſhop of Rome cheetely,1s1n the 
hiſtoꝛies, and chꝛonicles wꝛitten by the byſhop 
of Romes owne fauourers and kreendes, to be 
ſcene, and is wel knowen vnto all ſuche as are 
acquapnted with the ſapde hiſfoztes. 

Che ambitious intent and molt ſubtill dꝛiktes 
of the biſhops ol Rome in theſe their p2actiſes, 
appeared euidently by thep2 bolde attempt in 
ſporlyng and robbing the Emperours of their 
townes, cities, dominions and kyngdomes in 
Italie, Lumbardie, and Cicilie, ot auncient ryght 
belongyng vnto the Empire, a by the iopning 
of them vnto theyz Bylhopztlie of Rome, oꝛ els 


geuing them vnto ſtraungers to holde them of 


the Church andBiſhops ol Rome as in capite, 
and as of the cheefe loꝛdes thereof: in whiche 
tenure they holde the moſt part thereof even 
at this day. By theſe ambitious and in deede 
traiterous meanes, and ſpoyling of they: ſoue- 
raigne loꝛdes, the byſhops ol Rome of pꝛieſtes. 
and none other by ryght then the byſhoppes of 
one citie and dfoceſle, are by falſe vſurpation 
become great loꝛdes of many dominions, migh⸗ 
tie pꝛinces, yea oꝛ Emperours rather, as clay» 
ming to haue diuers pꝛinces a kinges to theyꝛ 
ballalles, liege men, and ſubiectes : as in the 
lame hiſtoꝛies wꝛittẽ by theyꝛ owne famuliers 
#courtiers is to beſeene. And in deede ſince the

tyme that the Bychops of Rome by ambition, 


treaſon, and v;urpation atcheeued and attey⸗ 


ned to this height and greatnelle, they behaued 
them ſelues moꝛe lie pꝛinces, kingeg and Emp 
perours in al things, then rem pned lihie pꝛie⸗ 
ics, byſhops, a eceleſtaſticall, oꝛ (as they would 
be called) ſpiritual perſons in any one thing at 
all. Fo: after this rate thep haue handled other 
kinges and pꝛinces of other Kealmes thꝛough⸗ 
out Chziſtendome, aſwell as thepꝛ ſoueraigne 
lozdes the Emperours, vſuallp diſcyargpng 
their fubicctes of thepꝛ oth of (tdclttie, a ſo ſtir⸗ 
ring them vp to rebellion agapnſt thepꝛ natu⸗ 
rail pꝛinces, whereof ſome examples (hall in 
the laſt part hereot be notified vnto you, 

Wheretoꝛe ict all good ſubiectes, finowyng 
theſe the ſpectall inſtrumentes, and miniters 
of the deuyl, to the ſtirrpng vp of al rebellions, 
auopde and flee them, and the peſtilent ſugge⸗ 
ſtions of ſuche foꝛraigne vſurpers, and they:

Pou ſhall vnderſtande, that by ignoꝛaunce 
of Gods woꝛde, wherein they kept all men ſpe⸗ 
cially the common people, they wꝛought and 
bꝛought to paſle all theſe things, making them 
beleue that all they ſayde was true. all that 
they dyd was good and godlye : and that to 
holde with them in al thinges, agaynlt father, 
mother, pꝛince, countrep, and all men, was 
mot meritoꝛious. And in deede what miſcheefe 
_ not blynde ignoꝛaunce leade ſimple men 

nto: | 

By ignoꝛaunce the Juiſhe clearg'e induced 
the common people to aſke the diltuerie of Ba- 
rabbas the ſiditious murtherer. and to ſue fo! 


the cruell crucifipng of our ſautour Chzilte, fo! 


that he rebuked the ambifion,ſuperſlition,and 
other vices of the hye pꝛieſtes and cleargie. 

Foꝛ as our ſauiour Chꝛiſte teftifieth,that thoſe 
whocrucifted hym wyſt not what they dyd: ſo 
doth the holy apoſtle Saint Paul ſay, Jt they 
had knowen, yf they had not ben ignozaunt, 
they woulde neuer haue crucified the Loꝛde ol 
glozy:but they knewe not what they dyd. Out 
ſautour Chꝛiſte hym tele alſo fozeſhewed that 
it hould come to palle by ignoꝛance, that thoſe 
who ſhoulde perſecute and murther his true a. 
poſtles and diſciples, ſhoulde thynke they dyd 
God acceptable ſacrifice,and good ſeruice: asit 
alſo is verified euen at this day. And in this ig 
noꝛaunce haue the Bylhops of Rome kept the 
people of God, ſpecially the common ſoꝛt, by no 


meaneg ſo much:as by the withdꝛawing = he 
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woꝛde ort GOD from them, and by keeping it 
vnder the vale or an vnkno wen ſtraunge ton · 
gue. Foꝛ as it ſerued the amditious humour of 
the Byſhops of Rome. to compeil al nations to 
vſe the naturall language of the citie ot Rome, 
where they were Biſhops, whiche ſbe wed a cer⸗ 
tayne ackmowledging of ſubiection vnto them: 
ſo pet ſerued it muche moꝛe their crattie pur- 
poſe , thereby to kepe all people ſo blinde, that 
they not knowypng what they pꝛayed, what 
they beleued , what they were commaunded by 
God, myght take all their commaundementes 
fo: Gods, Foz as they would not ſuffer the holy 
ſcriptures oꝛ Churche ſeruice to be vſedoz had 
in any other lauguage then the tatine : fo were 
veryfeweeuenof þ moſt ſimple people, taught 
the Loꝛdes pꝛayer. the articles of the fayth,and 
the ten commaundementes other wyſe then in 
latine, whiche they vnderſtoode not: by whiche 


bnmuerſall ignoꝛaunce, all men were readie to 
beleue what ſo euer theyſayde, a to do what ſo- 
fuer they commaunded. Foꝛ to imitate the apo⸗ 


tles ph2aſe: : It᷑ the Emperoursſubrectes had 
zno wen out of Gods woꝛd their duetie to their 
pꝛince, they would nat haue ſuifered the biſhop 
of Rome to perl wade them to foꝛſake t geir ſo: 
ueraigne loꝛd the Emperour agaynſt their oth 
of kidelitie and to rebeil agaynithym, onlye toꝛ 
that he caſt mages (vnto the whiche idolatrie 
was committed) out ot the Churches, whiche 
the Byſhopof Rome bare them in hande to be 
hereſte , It they had men of Sodz wane

Rome was not only a traptour to the Empe⸗ 
rour his liege Loꝛde, but to God alſo, a an hon. 
rible blaſphemer of his maieſtie, in callyng his 
holy woꝛde and commaundement hereſte ; and 
that whiche the bychop of Rome toke fo? a iuſt 
cauſe to rebell againſt his lawkull pꝛince, they 
might haue kno wen to be a doubling and tri 
pling of his molt haynous wickednelle , heaped 
with hozrible impietie and blaſphemte . But 
feſt the pooꝛe people ſhould kno we to muche,he 
woulde not let them haue as muche of Gods 
woꝛde, as the tencommaundementes whollye 
and perfectly , withdꝛawyng from them the le 
conde commaundement , that be wꝛapeth his 
impietie, by a ſubtill ſacrilege. Had the Empe⸗ 
rours ſubiectes Iykewpſe knowen, and ben of 
any vnderſtandyng in Gods woꝛde. would they 
at other tymes haue rebelled agaynlſt their ſo⸗ 
ueraigne Loꝛde, a by thetr rebeilion haue hol: 
pen to diſpoke him. only fo2 that the Byſhop of 
Rome dyd beare them in hande, that it was ſy 
monte a herelte to, fo2 the Emperour to geue 
anp eccleſiaſtical dignities, oꝛ pzomotions to 
his learned Chaplatnes,o2 other of his learned 
cleargie, which all Chꝛiſtian Emperours beton 
hym had done without controlement: would? 
they, IJ ſay, foꝛ that the Byſhopotł Rome bare 
them lo in hande, haue rebelled by the ſpace of 
moꝛe then fourtie peres together agaynſt hym. 
with ſo much ſhedding ol Chꝛiſtian blood, — 
murth 
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murther of ſo manp thouſandes of Chꝛiſlians, 
a finally haue depoſed their ſoueraigne Loꝛde, 
had they knowen, and had in Gods woꝛde anpe 
bnderſtading at all? Specially had they knows 
en that they dyd all this to plucke from their 
ſoueraigne Loꝛde, and his ſucceſſours foz euer 
their auncient right of the Empyze, to geue it 
vnto the Romiche Cleargie. a to the Biſhop of 
Rome, that he myght foz the confirmationof 
one Irchbiſhop,z koꝛ a Romiſhe ragge, whiche 
he calleth a Paul, ſcarſe woꝛth twelue pence, 
receaue many thouſande crownes of golde, and 
of other Bylhops lyle wyle great ſummes of 
money foz their bulles , whiche is ſymonie in 
deede: would, J ſay , Chꝛiſtian men a fubiectes 
by rebellion haue ſpent ſo muche Chꝛiſtian 
biood, and haue depoſed their naturall, moſte 
noble, and moſt valtaunt pꝛince, to bꝛyng the 
matter finally to this paſſe, had they kno wen 
what they dyd, oꝛ had any vnderſtandyng in 
gods woꝛd at al:? Ind as theſe ambitious vſur- 
pers the byſhops of Rome haue ouertlowed all

blood, ched by the rebellions of ignoꝛaunt ſub- 
iects againſt their naturall Loꝛdes the Empe-- 
rours, whom they haue ſtyꝛred therevnto-bp 
ſuchfalſe pzetences : ſo is there no countrep in 
Chꝛiſtendome, which by their line meanes and 
falſe pzetences , hath not ben onerſpxynkled 
with the blood ol lubiectes by rebellion againſt

Che Biſhop of Rome did pike a quarel to kyng 
John of Englande, about the election of Ste⸗ 
uen Langton to the bychopꝛike of Canterby: 
rie, wherin the king had auncient right, being 
bled by his pꝛogenitours. all Chꝛiſtian kynges 
of Englande befoze him, the Byſhops of Rome 
hauing no right, but had begun then to vſurpe 
vpon the kynges of Englande a all other Chu. 
ſtian kynges, as they had befoze done agaynſ 
their ſoueraigne Loꝛdes the Emperours: pꝛo⸗ 
ceeding euen by the lame wapes and meanes 
Ipke wyſe curſing kyng John, and diſcharging 


his ſubiectes of their othof fidelifie vnto their | 


ſoueraigne Loꝛde. Nowe had Englichemenat 
that tyme knowen their duetie to their pꝛince 
ſet foo2th in Gods wo2de, woulde a great many 


of the nobles, andother Engliſhemen, natural 


ſubiectes,fozthisfozratigne a vnnaturall plur⸗ 
per his vaine curſe of the kyng. a foꝛ his fained 
diſcharging of them of their othe of fidelitie to 


their naturall Loꝛde, vppon ſo. ſclender oꝛ no 
grounde at all. haue rebelled againſt their loue⸗ 


raigne Loꝛde the kyng  uwzoulde Engliche ſub⸗ 
fects haue taken part againſt the kyng of Eng: 
lande, a againſt Engliſhmen, with the Frenche 


kyng and Frenchmen , being incenſed agaynſi 
this Realme by the Byſhop of Rome: woulde 


they haue ſent fo2, and receaued the Dolphin 


of. Fraunce with a great armie of Frenchmen i 


into the Realme of England: would they haue 


Lwoꝛne fitelitte to the Dolphin of Fraun, 


bꝛeakyng 
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db:eaking their ofthe of kidelitie to their natural 
loꝛde the kyng or Englande. and haue ſtand vn» 
der the Dolphins banner diſplayed agaynit the 
kyng of Englande: woulde they haue expelled 
their ſoueraigne loꝛde the kyng of Englande 
out of London the cheefe citie of England, and 
out of the greateſt part of Englande, vponthe 
Southſide of Trent, euen vnto Lincolne, and 
out of Lincolne it ſelfe alſo, and haue deliuered 
the poſſeſſion thereof vnto the Dolphin of 
fraunce, whereof he kept the poſſeſſion a great 
whyle ? woulde they being Engliſhemen haue 
pꝛocured ſo great ſheddpng of Engliſhe blood, 
and other infinite miſcheetes and miſeries vn · 
to Englande their naturall countrey, as dpd 
folowe thoſe crueli warres and traiterous re- 
bellion, þ fruites ofthe byſhop ol Romes bleſ. 
linges!? woulde they haue dꝛiuen their naturall 
Soueraigne Loꝛde the kyng of Englande to 
ſuch extremitie, that he was inkoꝛced fo ſub⸗ 
mit him ſelte vnto that fozratgne faiſe vſurper 
the biſhop of Rome. who compelled hym to fur- 
render vp the crowne of Englande into the Pandol- 
handes ot his legate, who in token of polleſſion phys.

Out of the which moſt lamentable caſe, a moſt 
miſerable tyꝛannp, raueny , and fpoyle of the 
molt greedie Romiſhe wolues enluingherevy. 
pon, the kinges and Realme of England could 
not rid them ſelues by the ſpace of many yereg 
after : the Byſhop of Rome by his miniſters 
continually not only ſpopling the Realme and 
kynges of Englande of infinite treaſure , but 
alſo with the lame money hyꝛing and mayn- 
teyning fozraigne enemies againſt the Realme 
and kinges ol Englande, to kepe them in luche 
his ſubiection, that they ſhoulde not refuſeto 
pap what ſo euer thoſe vnſaciable wolues dyd 
greedely gape foꝛ, and ſuffer what ſa euer thoſe 
moſt cruell tyzauntes woulde lap bppon them.

and darkneſle of ignoꝛaunce, and open our epes 


that we may ſee the lyght, let vs ryle fromthe | 


wozkes of darkness, that we may eſcape eternal 


darkneſſe, the due rewarde thereof ; and let vs 


walke in the lyght of Gods woꝛde whyles we 
haue light, as becommeth the childꝛen ot light, 
ſo directing the ſteps of our lues in that way 
which leadeth to light a life euerlaſting, that 
we map tinallp obtaine and emtoy the lame: 

whiche God the father of lyghtes, who
